out in it every inoruing, in uhii't-sloovcs 
and ulippajB, picking uucuinbors and 
squash bugs. Wo know wboin ,ho goto 
hold of ono by tho way he shut up his 
mouth and fingers, Sometimes ho 
doesn't catch tho onp ho' in after, aud 
sonietiuicH ho makes a half dozen passes 
at ono bug. Every time ho wakes ono 
of thoso posspB ho says something. Tho 
first remark is not very plainly heard, 
but tho next is quito so, and the obser- 
vation that follows after tha sixth un- 
fortunate paps, appears to go complete- 
ly through our head. lie jumps around 
this way for about an hour, add having 
got his blood up to fever hbat/gbes in 
and drinks 11 oup of boiling OD^'OO, and 
then goes to business.

ger of eating storo vegetables whi,oh hixvo 
boon piokodsomo days before, and al- 
lowed to swelter and wither in noxious 
barrels, and how much hotter it is to 
havo everything fresh from the garden.
